| ro give any trouble in reading any farther in this Book, before I give yeu to underſtand what Religts 

i profeſs ; and if you do not like that Religion, and think, or find within your ſelf, chat you have 

no Inclination to joyn with that Religion which I ſhall now propoſe to you, then I ſhall defire you ral 

lay this Book aſide, and give your ſelf no farther trouble in reading it: Bur if you find your ſelf in- 

clined to joyn, or ſet your ſelf down by that Religion that I ſhall propoſe, I ſhall deſire you to lay Preju- 
dice afide. The Reaſon which makes me dehre it, is, becauſe Prejudice is of fuch a Nature, that it 
will oppoſe Truth: For let Truth be never ſo clear, yet Prejudice will find ſomerhing to it;

neither receiv'd of Man, neither was I taught, but by the Revelation of Feſus Chri#, This which I now write 
in this Book, I never had it from any Man, that is now living, neither had I it from any Man's 
Wrirings: As for Books, I have none, but a Bible and a Concordance; neither do I read in any o- 
ther but them; neither do I write in Favour, or Malice, for, or againſt any, but as the Spirit of God 
doth direct me; neither do I ſtrike at any Man, or Religion, bur at the Devil wholly; and whar 
Harm is done me, he hath done it by his Inſtruments ; but that is ro my ourward Man: but as for 
my inward Man, through the Mercy of him that loverh me, my Strength is renewed Day by Day. 
Neither is it my place to judge any, but as far as I can, to inftruct all; and very willing Lam char

World; becauſe they had their Dimenſions from Chriſt; tor Chriſt is the fame to day, as He was 
yeſterday, and fo for ever. So what the Apoſtles left upon Record as a Command, is left for future 
fgesto walk by: We may find by Chrift's own Words, in that laſt Chapter of the Revelation, we 
re not to add to it, neither are we to take from it, left rhe Plagues follow, whick be threatned. For 
the Apoſtles have taken their Dimenſions from Chrift Himſelf, according as Moſes had taken his Par- 
tern God Himſelf in the Mount, when he was about to make the Tabernacle. Now we are 
to be Followers of the Apoſtles, as they were of Chriſt ; look 1 Cor. II. ver. 1. But in the roth. 
Chaprer, ver. 33. ſaich he, Even I pleaſe all Men in all things, not ſeeking mine own profit, but the 
profit of many, that they may be ſaved. In the next Chapter, ver. 1. He leaveth ro his Church upon 

and bids them, Be ye Followers of me, (faith he) even as I alſs am of Chriſt. But I am a- 
Mid now there are too many which ſeek more after their own Profit, than after the Profit of others; 
and farther, I am afraid there are too many, who take their Order rather from Men, how they ſhould 
Preach, and how they ſhould Pray, than from the Apoſtles. 

Bur now let us come to ſee what was the Love, and What was the Works of the firſt Churches; 
for chat, we muſt look into the Act: of the Apoſtles, and in the 4th. Chapter, we may ſee a Relation 
there made, how the Apſtles did do at their firſt beginning to Preach, and doing of Miracles, and 
har Perſecurions did rite about ir For when Churches firſt began ro be planted, then Perſecution 
firſt began to come forth; (but perhaps more to that by and by) bur ir ſeems, there was a Multitude 
which did believe; and in the 32d. verſe, there's a Relation began to be made, how it was amon 
theſe Believers ; (which certainly then was a Church) for there it is ſaid, The Multitude of them that 
believed, were of one Heart, and of ene Soul. Bur ow it is not o with Believers; for every Church 

calls themſelves Believers, and yet are not all ({ mean all Religions) of one Heart, and one Soul, or 
Mind; therefore they cannot all be true Believers. And farther it is ſaid, Neither {aid any of them, 
that oughr of the things which he poſſeſſed, was his own ; but I am afraid it is ſo now but with few 
Churches. But it is farther ſaid, But they had all things common: Bur now it may be feared, there 
are too few Churches, and too few in a Church, but what will tay, the things they poſſeſs, are their 
en, and will keep them from being over common. And farther it is {aid in the 34th. verſe, and fo 
down to the end of rhe Chapter, Neither was there any amongſt them that lacked ; for as many as were 
poſſeſſours of Lands, or Her ſes, ſold them, and broug be the Price of the things that were ſeid, and laid 
them down at the Apoſtles Feet, and Diſiribution was made unto every Man according as be had need. 
Ir ſeems it was the practice of theſe firſt Churches, to ſee ro the Poor that they did nor lack any thing 
that was ncedful.. |
